The 
cattle business been so long 
neglected that it cannot be picked 
up at once in the face of a popula- 
tion of 55,000,000 of people and their 
enormous demands, 

One of the leading cattle dealers 
of Reno smashes the prospect b 
the statement that beef cattle are 
selling in Chicago, the great cattle 
market of the country, for less than 
they brought a year ago, and ven- 
tures the opinion that the Euglish 
capitalists above mentioned, whe 
have invested so largely in Ameri- 
can herds, will be fearfully and 
diabolically cinched during the 
coming year.
